Form:  The  one  complete  specimen,  from  burial,  has  its  neck  cut  off  to  form 

a  gourd  water (?)  bottle.  All  the  other  twelve  pieces  are  cut  neck  fragments. 
Temporal  and  Geographical  Range:  These  occurred  in  southwest  Tamaulipas  from  4000  B.C. 
to  1750  A.D.  and  the  presence  of  gourd  fragments  (which  were  not  cut)  leads  to 
the  suspicion  that  they  probably  began  even  earlier.

Form:  One  is  probably  large  pan-like  basket.

Technique:  Fuegian- type  baskets.  Basically  this  is  simple  coil-netting  technique 
but  with  the  loops  going  around  a  bundle  foundation  as  well  as  catching  the 
strands  between  the  loops  on  the  next  row  above  which  lie  on  top  of  the  bundle . 

Temporal  and  Geographical  Range:  These  have  a  pceuliar  historic  spatial  range  as 
they  occurred  in  Terra  de  Fuego,  San  Salvador,  and  Costa  Rico.  In  southwest 
Tamaulipas  they  occurred  from  4000  to  1400  B.C.
